LONDON, Aug. 16.—</P)—Ameri- 


can athletes were far and away 
the biggest points winners In the 
Olympic games which ended here 
Saturday, but It was Sweden which 
almost stole the show. 


The versatile 
Swedes 
finished 


second to the Americans In all- 
sports point totals as well as in the 
chief single sport, track and field. 


The United States triumph was 


expected, as befitting one of tha 
world's biggest, richest, best fed na- 
tions, but the spectacular showing 
of the Swedes was amazing for a 
country with less than 7,000,000 
population. 
In acoriing 353 points to Ameri- 


ca's 662, the 
Swedes 
surpassed 


such bigger, traditionally athletic 
nations as Franco, which was third 
with 230.5 points, Hungary which 
was fourth with 201.5, Italy, fifth 
with 183, Great Britain, sixth with 
170. 


These unofficial team standings 


—only Individual feats go In offi- 
cial records—count the first six 
finishers in each medal event, with 
first place getting 10 points, second 
five points, third four, fourth three, 
Ifth two and sixth one.
